MOSCOW, April 24.—Trem endous 
earth and 
sea 
disturbances 
have 
taken place recently in the Arctic 
and may still be continuing, accord­ 
ing to Chita dispatches today giving 
details of the earthquake 
recently 
reported 
at 
Petropavlovsk, 
K am ­ 
chatka, which carried several build­ 
ings Into the sea. 
T he total casuali- 
tics aro not known, but the loss of 
twenty-one lives is already definite­ 
ly established. 
W hen the last word was received 
from Petropavlovsk on April 15, the 
earthquakes were continuing 
every 
six m inutes on tho average in that 
region, the advices stated. The radio 
station was destroyed aud news of 
the occurrences is trickling in slow­ 
ly. 
The sparse population is home­ 
less and fam ine stricken, 
all 
the 
w arehouses 
with 
their 
provisions 
having been swept into the ocean. 
According to 
one 
Petropavlovsk 
dispatch there had been up to April 
13 a total of 195 slight earthquakes* 
accom panied by rum blings 
of 
the 
ground. 
On tho 13th new shocks of 
m uch greater force w ere felt, accom­ 
panied by a tidal wave which swept 
across tho ice covered seas, causing 
the m asses of 
w ater 
and ice to 
crash against 
the 
coast, 
crushing 
business buildings, and houses and 
then 
receding 
seaw ard, 
dragging 
with it the debris. 
The employes of some of the fish 
canning factories saved themselves 
in small steam ers and tugs which 
were carried out to sea. 
The women and children in most 
of the villages of the region have 
been moved inland to a 
place 
of 
safety in the mountains.

.Bribe* Are Alleged. 
CHICAGO, April 24.—Bribes in ex­ 
cess of 2 million dollars have been 
distributed by violators of the eigh­ 
teenth 
am endm ent, 
according 
to 
charges contained in affidavits for­ 
warded to W ashington from Chicago, 
It was disclosed here yesterday, fol­ 
lowing announcem ent of the suspen­ 
sion of Rcscoe Andrews, prohibition 
director. 
Liquor dealers and boot­ 
leggers are said to have sworn they 
paid for protection 
they 
failed to 
receive. 
P resident H arding is expected to 
order an im m ediate and thorough in 
quiry it was reported. 
Investigation will be made at once 
into the alleged illegal transfer of 
the Gram m es and Ulrich 1-2-million- 
dollar liquor stock to one hundred 
and fifty stockholders of that con­ 
cern, m any of whom are prom inent 
Chicago business men. 
The transfer 
took place April 6. according to An­ 
drews, who said the prohibition de­ 
partm ent a t W ashington had approv 
ed the transaction and there 
was 
nothing illegal about it. 
According to affidavits, one group 
of wealthy liquor dealers paid $122,* 
SOO to two 
departm ent 
of 
justice 
agents 
for 
protection. 
T heir affi­ 
davits followed failure to receive the 
protection. 
Among

Prohibition officers and the district 
attorney declared Salomon was un- 
k own to t 1 em. 
Two high officials of the depart­ 
m ent of justice at W ashington are 
involved in the operation of a “shake­ 
down liquor ring” the operations of 
which extend from coast to coast, 
Salomon declared. 
Salomon said ho 
ha I been offered th"* placa of prohi­ 
bition director in Illinois If he would 
pay $30,000 to officials a W ashing­ 
ton. 
Salomon declared that he had gone 
to W ashington to collect $12,500, paid 
by men he represented to departm ent 
of Justice o p e ra te s . 
“ I am not a bootlegger,” Salomon 
declared, “but back there in W ash­ 
ington they evidently thought I was 
and would not pay me the money. 
They thought I wouldn’t squeal, but 
they were m istaken.”

which hung down to the sea.

I am a bit fearful at times that 
this 
continual 
educational 
prop­ 
aganda is wearisome to the flesh. 
There is a time in all campaigns 
when we reach the point of di­ 
minishing returns, and I often won­ 
der w hether continuous discussion 
of the doctrines of Rotary does not 
make the subject hackneyed. 
You know' that in some things 
familiarity breeds indifference, and 
the 
greatest 
truth 
is 
sometimes 
buried in too much repetition. 
We can not afford to allow the 
splendid 
principle* 
of 
Rotary 
to 
congeal into a dead letter, and the 
constant reiteration may have this 
tendency. 
It is not in fine phrases 
eloquently sounded, but in action 
that Rotary finds its greatest ex­ 
pression. 
We should pay more attention to 
what Rotarians have done and can 
do than the orchestration of their 
speeches. 
But few capable men of affairs 
can make a speech to which every­ 
one can fox-trot. 
“Thinking 
on 
his 
feet” 
is 
a 
phrase frequently used, when “talk­ 
ing on his feet” Is meant. 
There is no more reason for de­ 
manding Rotary officials be orators 
than that they should be actors or 
grand opera singers.

Tin* popularity of a Rotarian is 
not always a test of character. The 
man who has offended none has 
fought none. 
Is there danger of Rotary' being 
done to death by speech-making? 
Action is sometimes smothered in 
oratory. 
Oratory has 
kept many brainy 
Rotarians from being active in their 
clubs. 
A rush of words to the head Is 
almost sure proof that the afflicted 
one will side-step service in real 
constructive club work. 
Your club will never rise above 
the club members’ interpretation of 
Rotary ideals. 
Our Ideals are the 
thought molds into which the hand 
of Destiny currents our activity. 
Rotary 
is 
like 
success — nine- 
tenths vision. 
Most of us come 
into our club actuated by selfish 
motives, but after wre have caught 
the true vision of Rotary we re­ 
main to serve. 
If we have in us the making of 
a real Rotarian, we soon eliminate 
all ideas of selfishness and become 
possessed of the real spirit of the 
movement, 
the 
spirit 
of 
service. 
We come to get, we stay to give. 
I can not repeat too often that 
Rotary is a life and must be lived 
to be enjoyed. 
Rotary 
is good 
fellowship, and 
good fellowship is compounded of 
sympathy, of understanding and of 
deeds. 
The sincere handclasp and 
the welcoming smile are its trade­ 
marks. 
But genuine good fellow- 
ship finds its real w'orth in the 
wish to speak a friendly w'ord and 
in the desire to do a kindly act, 
in the will to protect, both in pub­ 
lic and in private life, the integ­ 
rity of a friend. 
Good 
fellowship 
turns 
the 
ear 
from gossip. 
It is deaf to slander. 
But it is more—It seeks every open­ 
ing to correct wrong impresions; 
it creates 
opportunities 
to 
make 
a friend for a friend. 
Good fellow­ 
ship tries to do for another that 
which each of us would have that 
other do for us. 


When some one knocks a fellow, 
Tass around the loving cup;

It has been wisely decreed that 
some names only shall be held in 
reverent 
memory 
whose 
bearers 
serve the great cause of humanity, 
who leave the wrorld better because 
they have lived. 
To few of us, however, is it given 
to play a large part in the world’s 
affairs, but each may take some 
humble 
role, 
whose 
final 
value 
largely rests with us. 
Every un­ 
selfish deed in our country’s serv­ 
ice is an investment that will pay 
dividends. 
Every 
sacrifice 
in 
a 
righteous cause is an eternal an­ 
nuity. 
Rotary must be true to the his­ 
tory 
which 18 
short years 
have 
made traditions. 
It must fulfill the 
future which the past fortells and 
the present assures. 
It has a magnificent past and an 
inspiring present which combine to 
make the years to come secure If 
only w'o are worthy of the one and 
seize the principles of the other. 
Let me voice a warning against 
an excessive optimism which is, in 
the 
last 
analysis, 
mere 
egotism. 
We must not live in the achieve­ 
ments of the past or in dreams of 
an apocalyptic future. 
While Rotary prides itself on its 
numerical progress, let me say that 
quality and not numbers will spell 
its highest effectiveness. 
One man 
of the right kind is worth a hun­ 
dred of the wrong kind—and by the 
wrorg kind I mean only those who 
are not heart and soul committed 
to the Ideals of Rotary. 
Our rosters may be bulging with 
names, 
but if they are not the 
names of men on the altars 
of 
whose hearts and souls burns the 
Rotary 
fire, 
the achievements of 
Rotary will not be commensurate 
with its possibilities. 
Battles have been lost because 
there were so many fighters that 
they 
encumbered 
and 
obstructed 
each other. 
Three hundred Spartans held back 
the hosts of Xerxes; one Horatlus 
held the Roman bridge; the Light 
Brigade wrote its name in immortal 
letters on the pages of history. 
One with God is a majority. 
Mere numbers never won a war 
or a movement, and mere numbers 
will never make 
R o tary 
supreme 
among the forces for human serv­ 
ice. 
This It not the presence In which 
to Indulge in mere boasting of what 
Rotary has done during the past 
18 years. 
You 
are 
too 
familiar 
with its history to need reminders. 
You do not need the inspiration 
of recollection, save as what has 
been accomplished is the moving 
finger that writes on a scroll of 
the past and presents the tasks and 
possibilities of the future. 
The Rotary field is not only lim-

Good citizenship, patriotism, loy­ 
alty to the flag that waves above 
them, rympathy and kindness and 
courtesy and good cheer, charity 
of hand and heart, the very es­ 
sence of all religious, comfort to 
the afflicted, companship for the 
lonely, helpfulness for those who 
need it, the exchange of opinions 
of mutual value In business, the 
helping hand and warmly beating 
heart, the ministering soul—these 
are Rotary. 
They are not the creation of Ro­ 
tary* for they have always been 
human needs, the undeveloped pos­ 
sibilities, the unseized opportunities, 
the neglected chances. 
Rotary has 
no raonoply of them, no copyright 
on them. 
But they are the fields in which 
Rotary labors, side by side with 
every other agency to make the 
world brighter and life easier and 
to bring human beings closer to­ 
gether. 
Rotary la the helping hand and 
the communion of kindred souls. 
It is the message of brotherhood, 
the call to need, the Golden Rule 
Incarnated in humanity, th# Sermon 
on the Mount preached in deeds.

Don’t Sow Peas Too Thickly 


wife lacks a sense

Old-fashioned gardeners always In­ 
sisted in sowing about three times as 
much pea seed in a row as could 
grow well and produce a maximum 
crop. 
To add to the waste of seed 
and peas, they planted these thick 
rows in double series. 
Peas are a 
cool weather crop and the planting 
season extends from 
the 
earliest 
time the ground can be worked until 
the end of May at the latest with 
early fall crops occasionally. 
It Is best to sow peas in a single 
row and the individual 
peas two 
inches apart. 
In this way each vine 
will produce to capacity and will give 
twice as many peas per vine as in 
thick planting. 
These single rows 
may be planted in double ranks for 
the sake of utilizing brush or chick­ 


en wire support or lf the space Ii 
limited. 
Peas must be cultivated faithfully 
to be at their best as they are a cool 
weather crop and demand cool roots. 
The maintenance of a dust mulch in 
d ry spells will do wonders towards 
keeping them going. 
They need lib­ 
eral soakings if an unseasonable dry, 
hot spell intervenes in June as some- 
times happens. 
Although the dwarf peas will gron 
well without support they will dc 
better, even the most drawled, ii 
given a width of narrow 
chickee 
wire to start

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FOOD FOR T H E F A M IL Y 
M OST people will enjoy a baked 
potato at any meal and for 
a person who has any intestinal 
trouble it Is the only way to serve 
It. 
Long potatoes are more quick­ 
ly baked than the shapely round 
ones. 
When the potato Is thor­ 
oughly done, score with a cross on 
top and push back the skin. Insert 
a piece of butter and serve at on» e. 
When it Is hard to think of any­ 
thing for supper serve baked pota- j 
toes and sliced cold meat or cod­ 
fish gravy. 
A supper dish for a cool night I 
or a good dinner dish is: 
Fish Chowder.— Fresh fish rut In­ 
to small pieces may he used In 
this dish, or codfish that has been 
freshened and softened in water. 
Take a quarter of a pound of salt 
pork, cut It into dice and fry’ in 
the chowder kettle until crisp and 
brown. 
Add

sliced, stir until a golden brown, 
add six or eight medium-sized po­ 
tatoes sliced thin, and sufficient 
water to rover and cook the vege­ 
tables.

one onion; season with salt. pepper, 
and cook slowly for twenty min­ 
utes; thicken with a little flour, 
cover closely, adding moisture as 
needed and cook two hours. 
Filling for Pineapple Pie.—Scald 
a can of p in eap p le in a double 
boller. 
Sift six tablespoonfuls of 
cornstarch, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt, and one cupful of granulated 
sugar; stir into the pineapple and 
cook until the starch is thoroughly 
cooked. 
Now add two tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter and the Juice of half 
a lemon. Pour into the baked shell, 
cover with a meringue and brown 
lightly.

on to the bank in which Mr. Smith 
deposits 
his 
money,

He will then have a com­
